From each issues’ 
a stream of considerable size, the water 
of which has a summer temperature of 
41 degrees. Above the recess in which 
springs up the nuilk fountam, a precipice 
of huge, weather-beaten, vnaked rocks, 
rises up to the height of hundreds of feet, 
forming the support of the snowy sum- 
mit of Sinai. A few reds below, the 
stream rushes down a perpendicular cat-

So it was in own revolution, The 
efforts zeal of prudent patriots, 
against oppression, were much disturbed

exceptionable things. "This radical ten- 
dency has not yet spent its force, and 
seems to be increasing. 

One of the proofs of this statement 
may be the fact, that in almost 
every enterprize of the day, there are to 
be found men who speak reproachtully 
and contemptuously, not to say blasphe- 
mously, of the most sacred things; who 
call in question the validity of a Sabbath of 
rest, who declaim against the clergy, who 
talk flippantly of Revelation, and evi- 
dently themselves the veriest 
Wiseacres in existence, by reason of their 
transcendant superiority to all the di-

T) CLERGYMEN AND PUBLIC SPEAKERS 
We copy from the London Record, the 
following reply to a correspondent, ‘ who 
seeks a remedy for that affection of the 
trachea, of which so many complain :’ 
Ch Reflector 

1. Let the throat be always kept at the 
same even and low temperature at which 
any keeps the face. Few ladies are at- 
tacked with this tracheal irritation, because 
with them, habitually the throat is open to 
the cool air. Many men, and clergymen 
in particular, tie up the neck with a hand- 
kerelief with pad in it, or with a thick 
stock, and in this way the glandular and 
highly vascular substance of the neck be- 
comes peculiarly tender and susceptible, 
and the tracheal passage suffers with it. 
Let nothing be worn about the throat, 
either in winter or summer, but a plain 
thin mosella (marseillois) stock, which will 
not allow the throat to become heated; 
and it will soon be protected by habit from 
all swelling of the by cold, and 
from the sympathetic irritation of the 
trachea. 

2. Asa preventive, before the deduction 
of the packing round the throat, begin the 
ablution with tepid water and vinegar, and 
gradually come to the copious use of cold 
water, appled by a sponge to the whole 
region of the neck and shoulders, rubbing 
afterwards with a towel, till the 
skin is well If this plan is

which seems rather sepulchral within the | 


body, then flowing easily out of it. It is 
far better to keep the mouth itself well 
open, giving the whole instrument rather 
the character of a trumpet in which the 
effective sound depends rather in a gentle 
steady filling of the mouth of the trumpet 
for vibration, than blowing into it violently. 
I believe this erroneous method to be ex- 
hausting at all times, and rapidly destruc- 
tive of the organ. Ifthe lungs are regularly 
expanded at proper intervals, and the 
column of inhaled air is allowed to flow 
out at a moderate and quiet rate, and 
without the vehement muscular driving of 
the chest, while the articulation is easy and 
independent, like the fingering of a flute,

| and tear not often encountered. 

These are the results of thirty years’ 
| experience, and though they appear minor 
| matters, yet, if properly attended to, they 
will be found of real importance. Men of

| verance in this way, become robust and 
| indomitable speakers. 

Of course if there is a general constitu- 

tional debility, collateral measures for 
|improvement must be adopted also, or

THE PASTOR’S WIFE. 

It is highly important, that the duties 
of every station in’ society should be dis- 
tinctly defined.

Whoever has examined the posi- 
tion assigned to the pastor's wife, or who- 
ever has occupied that position, must 
have discovered, that it is one of high 
responsibility.

In the New Testament, we find no du- 
| ties enjoined upon the pastor's wife, which 
are net equally binding upon every sister 
inthe church.

From the position of the pastor, we can 
readily perceive, that his wife should 
possess the qualifications specified above;

for the want of these, she might material- 
ly injure his influence, and retard him in 
his labors. Thus far, society has a spe- 
cial clam upon her; but, that they havea 
clam upon ber time, and a right to dic- 
tate how she shall perform her own ap- 
propriate duties, we deny. 

Itis the privilege and duty of a pastor's 
wife to atd her husband in his labors, 
This she ean do most effectually, by so 
managmg his domestic affairs, as to ena- 
| ble him to fulfil without embarrassment, 
jthe duty enjoined upon him, ‘to be a 
lover of hospitality,” and by her hearty 
co-operation, enabling bim to rule his 
own household. She ts thus to make his 
dwelling the abode of meekness and or- 
der, to sympathize with him in bis trials, 
and encourage him by her prayers and 
| pious counsels. In these ways, she can 
emphatically become an help-meet for 
him. She ws likewise bound, in common 
with every of the Christian 
church, to aid in those general objects of 
benevolence, the design of which is to

We will now notice those which are 
required by the church and the world at 
the present day.

and if we mistake not, this is one cause 
lof the frequent changes in the pastoral 
jrelation. We are confident that many a 
|pastor’s wife can fully appreciate and re- 
spond to the truth of our remarks, and 
has realized in her own experience the 
difficulties to which we have alluded. 
| She sincerely desires to promote the best 
interests of the people over which her 
husband is placed, and is willing to per- 
form any reasonable amount of labor to 
accomplish this object. She likewise 
wishes faithfully to discharge her domes- 
tic duties as a wife and mother; but she 
'finds that the pastoral relation, which was 
'designed to be one of delight and happi- 
ness, through a misapprehension of tts 
jduties, becomes to her one of deep anx- 
jiety, as she feels painfully conscious 
jshe is unable to meet the expectations of 
ithe church. In behalf of all such, we 
j would respectfully request the members 
}of our churches, who are disposed to 
censure their pastor’s wife, for want of 
fidelity in the discharge of her duties, to 
examine the word of God, to see what 
lthat requires of her; likewise, to inquire, 
lifthey have rendered her all the syimpa- 
thy and aid in their power, and especial- 
lv whether many of the duties, which they 
require her to perform, do not more ap- 
propriately belong to themselves. Should

system we must examine the specific legisla- 
tion from which it springs. Hence,even ifa 
system of Slavery did exist among the Jews, we 
are by no means to confound it with the system 
of American Slavery, In the one case we must 
examine the Mosaic legislation, and thence de- 
cide on the character of the system which it re- 
cognized. Inthe other case, we must examine 
American legislation, and thence decide on the 
character of the system founded on it. It is 
only of the system of American Slavery that I 
propose at present to speak, and as the char- 
acter of every system must depend on the end 
at which it aims, and the means which it uses 
for securing those ends, so of these I shal] main- 
ly speak,

Now I admit that the destruction of the soul | 
of the slave is not the avowed end of the sys- 
tem. All that it does is to stinulate the strong-| 
est and most malignant passions of depraved) 
nature in the masters, the love of money, and of 
power, and of sensual indulgence, and then it 
puts the slaves into their hands, without any de-
